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R e n n e s , France, Aug. 22.—M. Lu- 
nori. the hnidiiig couii.sel for Dreyfus, 
Nviio was wounded by a wouldbe assas- 
fliu, appt*ared in court this inoruiug. 
R e n n e s, France, Aug. 22.— The third 
week of the second trial by courtniartial 
of Captain Alfred Dreyfus of the artil- 
h ry, on the charge of treason, began 
without incident. 
Maitre Labori w'as 
not present. 
General Fabre, former 'chief of the 
fourth bureau of the general staff, was 
the tirst witness. 
Dreyfus, who was regarded as un­ 
trustworthy and insincere in his pre­ 
tensions, was, according to the witness, 
equally disliked by his comrades and 
gupenors, was, Fabre said, constantly 
endeavoring by all sorts of means to 
learn the secrets of the plan of conijen- 
tration of the Eastern railway system 
and in his anxiety to secure information 
neglected his duties. His official duties, 
witness also siiid, placed it in Dreyfus’ ' uraw’ up a report on the German ai 
power to disclose the documents referred ' lery, comparing it with the Fre 
power 1 
to in the lifirdereau. 
General Fabre, in conclu.sion, de­ 
clared he was still as tirmly convinced 
as in 18P4 that the prisoner was the au­ 
thor Of the bordereau. 
[Sensation.] 
After M. Demange had pointed out 
tile discrepancy in Fabre*s present state- 
mt uts and those he voiced in 1894, 
Colonel Jouaust invited Dreyfus to re­ 
ply. 
The pri.soner said General Fabre 
quite correctly described the work on 
which he was engaged as a probationer, 
especially emphasizing that he had to 
keep the do.s.sier relating to the concen- \ 
tratioii centers on the eastern system 
})t)Sted up. 
This was not a tictitious 
task. 
The i»risoner’s reply w'as made in 
calm, measured tones and his frankness 
WM'iiied to favorably impress the judges. 
Colonel D’Abboville, former deputy 
chief of the fourtii bureau, gave some 
testimony. 
Demauge pomted out dur­ 
ing his testimony tiiat the expre.ssiou 
“ 1 am goiug to the mameuvres” might 
have applied to au expedition of the 
Jioadiiuarters staff' and was understood 
in 1891 to so apply. 
In reply to the usual ([uestiou Drey- 
fu« said tliat he had never held any con­ 
versation with Colonel riaudherr, the 
late chief of tiie intelligence .depart­ 
ment, who was so little aciiuuiuted with 
him that he once addrc.sscd him by an­ 
other name. 
The former chief of the detective de- 
partnicut, Cochelert, who was pre.sent 
when Di't yfus uii(icrw('ut the dictation 
test m Du Faty ue Clam’s office, testi­ 
fied. 
He told the minister of war at .he 
time that, from Dreyfus’ actions when 
being confronted, that he might bt‘ 
guilty. 
Colouei Jouaust invited Dreyfus to 
speak. The prisoner replied: 
“ No, 1 will reply when Paty de.Clam 
18 here.” 
M. Gribelin, the principal archivist of 
the headquarters staff, was the next 
witness. 
He testified with great volu­ 
bility and expressed the opinion that 
when Dreyfus was arrested in 189 4, he 
was enacting a role by systematically 
denying all the charges against him, 
even the most obvions and least im­ 
portant things, and in declaring himself 
Ignorant of matters which should have 
lieeu known to every officer of the gen­ 
eral staff'. 
The witness said he was cognizant of 
Dreyfus’ relations with loose women. 
Replying to questions, M. Griiielin 
positively asserted that Esterliazy never 
came to the intelligence department. 
A member of the courtmartial re­ 
ferred to M. Gribelin’s statements con- 
ceruiifg the use Colonel Picquart made 
of the secret service funds and the wit­ 
ness admitted the truth of Picquart’s 
evidence that the surveillance of Ester- 
hazy cost but little. 
(Questioned as to the alleged indiscre­ 
tion of Colonel Picquart in showing 
Maître Lebloi.s the secret dossier, wit­ 
ness admitted that when he saw M. 
l^ebiois in PuMiuart’s office, in tiie au- 
tuuiu uf 189»), while the secret dossier 
t-- " . : i liie dossier of the earner pigeon 
Service were lying on Picquart’s table, 
they iiaii not been removed from their 
envelofKis. 
VVhen 
(juestioued 
concerning the 
“ Libérateur” document Gribeliu ad­ 
mitted he still wondered how it came 
mtij Esterhazv’s hands and could not 
understand why Esterhazy was not ar­ 
rested when he brought the document 
to the ministry of war. 
Replying to il. Demange, M. Gnbelin 
admitted having mixed up Paty de 
Clam’s and Henry’s intrigues in favor 
of Esterhazy. The admission created 
a sensation. 
Replying to further questions, M. 
Criibeliu denied that he hâi ever opened 
a letter addresse< i to Picquart. 
lAter Pic< |iiart protested against the 
manner in which his correspondence 
^as tampered with. He also uenied he 


had given 31. i^cniois tue siigiuesr m- 
furmation rciiarduig the secret dossier, 
and .-»aid riie onlv docuuieut of the dos­ 
sier revealed, and that was not by liim- 
belt, was the “ Cette canaille de* D—” 
document, whicn had been utilized by 
tn<> eiieiuu 
UÎ Drevfus. There was 
ai.st) “ Tlie Liberatt'ur” d<K‘Uiueut which 
was delivered to Esterhazy. who used it 
to levy the most shameful blackmail on 
the gov.Tum-'ur. 
Major Lauth followed. 
He traversed 
the ground covered by his evidence be­ 
fore tilt* iriminal division of the court 
of ca.-'Satiou iu regard to the eircum- 
srauees uiuier which Heury comniimi- 
catcd the Dordcn*au. 
lit* denied certaiu statements made 
Î by Pietiuart iu hi.-, testimony. 
After a short adjourumeiit, the court 
ivasseiubhd aud the judges tpiestioiii'd 
Major Lauth. They asked his opinion 
of the Schneider letter of Nov. 30, 189 7. 
Witness replied that it was autheutio 
and emanated from agent “ Pierre,” 
At the instance of M. Demange, 
Colonel Pic< iuart again desiTibed the 
alterations of the Petit Bleu. 
Captain Junck followed. 
He said he 
was a probationer simultaneously with 
Dreyfus, but iu another department of 
the war office. 
He saw the prisoner a 
^eat deal aud detailed conversations 
in which, he alleged, Drevfus simke of 
great sums^'e had lost in gambling and 
in intercom .-e with hK).*se women. 
The witness, continuing, 'aid Drey­ 
fus was well 
acquaint vd with the 
Bcheme for the concentration of troops 
aud could trace it ou any map, as most 
of the other probationers could. 
Witness then detailed the work of 
the different bureaus and proceeded to 
demonstrate that the probationers were 
roguizaut of the plans for the trans­ 
portation aud coni;eutration of the 
troops and how Dreyfus was ordered to 
urtil-

artillery, and having ac*cess to all the 
necessary doeuineiits. 
In regard to the Madagascar note 
Dreyfus, .Juin k claimed, told the wit­ 
ness that his cousin hud procured him 
interesting information. 
Captain Juiiciv then siKike of the ef­ 
forts of Dreytus to secure the lining 
manual and discussed the theory that 
Henry might have divulged the docu- 
meiit.s ill the bordereau. 
Such a suppu- 
sitioii, tin* captaiu declared, was utterly 
imp( ).-«sible. 
Later, tlie witness corroborated the 
stati'iiieiit that Colouei Picquart pro- 
liosed postmarldiig the Petit Bleu with 
the view of proving its griiuiiiess. 
Captain .luuck described iiicideuts 
with Mademoiselle Pays, said to liave 
occurred iu Magistrate Bertulus’ office 
one eveiiiug wueu Esterhazy aud his 
mistre.ss, both in tile liighest spirits, 
discussed what they should driuk, and 
he added, Ma< iemoiselle Pays removed 
her bodice. 
M. Demauge asked Captaiu Junck 
why he had not given the court of cas­ 
sation information of the cliaracter 
which he had just adduced as proof 
against Dreyfus, aud why he liad told 
tiie court of cassation he had seen noth­ 
ing in the conduct of Dreytus to lead to 
the b-*lief tliat lie was a traitor':' This i 
somewliat coufinsed the captain, wlio ' 
replied tliat lie had not thought of it, | 
but uilded that he adiiered to state­ 
ments just made about tiie cliaracter 
of the prisoner. 
Dn yfus, after bemg asked tiie usual 
question, replied: 
“ 1 will not !>i»eak to the witne.ss of 
private couiidt'iices he has made to me. 
It Captain J uiick’s ideas of houor al­ 
low him to divulge private coiiver.sa- 
tiou miue do not. 
1 iiave cleau hands 
and 1 will keep them cleau. 
But there 
are a uumber of facts to which 1 will 
refer. 1 will speak iirst m regard to all 
the losses it is safd 1 sustaiued at the j 
club at Mans. 
1 declaie 1 was never a 
member of the Civil club at Maus, never 
visited It and consequently never gam­ 
bled there. 
I am convinced that the 
members of the club are very respecta­ 
ble aud ask you singly to have an in­ 
quiry made in order to know if 1 am 
speaking the truth. 
“ In regard to the lectures iu the offi­ 
ces of the headquarter’s staff' at which 
it is asserted I was present, they occurred 
in Decembt*r, 189 3.

Rf.nnes, France, Aug. 22.—M. La- 
oori. the leading counsel for Dreyfus, 
who was wounded by a wouldbe assas­ 
sin, appeared in court this morning. 
R e n n e s, France, Aug. 22.—The third 
week of the second trial by courtmartial 
of Captain Alfred Dreyfus of the artil­ 
lery, on the charge of treason, began 
without incident. Maitre Labori was 
not present. 
General Fabre, former chief of the 
fourth bureau of the general staff, was 
the tirst witness. 
Dreyfus, who was regarded as un­ 
trustworthy and insincere in his pre­ 
tensions, was, according to the witness, 
equally disliked by his comrades and 
superiors, was, Fabre said, constantly 
endeavoring by all sorts of means to 
learn the secrets of the plan of concen­ 
tration of the Eastern railway system 
and in his anxiety to secure inform ation1 
neglected his duties. His official duties, 
witness also said, placed it in Dreyfus’ 
power to disclose the documents referred 
to in the bordereau. 
General Fabre, in conclusion, de­ 
clared he was still as firmly convinced 
as in 1894 that the prisoner was the au­ 
thor bf the bordereau. 
[Sensation.] 
After M. Demange had pointed out 
the discrepancy in Fabre’s present state­ 
ments aud those he voiced in 1894, 
Colonel Jouaust invited Dreyfus to re­ 
ply. 
The prisoner said General Fabre 
quite correctly described the work on 
which he was engaged as a probationer, 
especially emphasizing that he had to 
Keep the dossier relating to the concen­ 
tration centers oil the eastern system 
posted up. This was not a fictitious 
task. 
The prisoner’s reply was made in 
calm, measured tones aud his frankness 
seamed to favorably impress the judges. 
Colonel D’Abbeville, former deputy 
chief of the fourth bureau, gave some 
testimony. 
Demange pointed out dur­ 
ing his testimony that the expression 
“ I am going to the manoeuvres” might 
have applied to an expedition of the 
headquarters staff aud was understood 
iii 1894 to so apply. 
In reply to the usual question Drey­ 
fus said that he had never held any con­ 
versation with Colonel Sandherr, the 
late chief of the intelligence .depart­ 
ment. who was so little acquainted with 
him that he once addressed him by an­ 
other name. 
The former chief of the detective de­ 
partment, Cochefert, who wTas present 
w h en Dr* y fu s u n d erw en t the dictation 
test in Du Paty a e Clam’s office, testi­ 
fied. 
lie told the minister of war at .he 
time that, from Dreyfus’ actious when 
being confronted, that he might be 
guilty. 
Colonel Jouaust invited Dreyfus to 
speak. The prisoner replied: 
‘‘No, I will reply when Paty de.Clam 
is here.” 
M. Gribelin, the principal archivist of 
the headquarters staff, was the next 
witness. 
He testified with great volu­ 
bility and expressed the opinion that 
when Dreyfus was arrested in 1894, he 
was enacting a role by systematically 
denying all the charges against him, 
even the most obvious and least im­ 
portant things, and in declaring himself 
ignorant of matters which should have 
been known to every officer of the gen­ 
eral staff. 
The witness said he was cognizant of 
Dreyfus’ relations with loose women. 
Replying to questions, M. Gribelin 
positively asserted that Esterhazy never 
came to the intelligence department. 
A member of the courtmartial re­ 
ferred to M. Gribelin’8 statements con­ 
cerning the use Colonel Picquart made 
of the secret service funds aud the w it­ 
ness admitted the truth of Picquart’s 
evidence that the surveillance of Ester- 
hazy cost but little. 
Questioned as to the alleged indiscre­ 
tion of Colonel Picquart in showing 
Maitre Lebiois the secret dossier, w it­ 
ness admitted that when he saw M. 
Lebiois in Picquart’s office, in the au­ 
tumn of 1896, while the secret dossier 
ac. d the dossier of the earner pigeon 
service were lying on Picqnart’s table, 
they Dad not been removed from their 
envelopes. 
When 
questioned 
concerning the 
“Liberateur” document Gribelin ad- 
witted he still wondered how it came 
into Esterhazy’s hands and could not 
understand why Esterhazy was not ar­ 
rested when he brought the document 
to the ministry ot war. 
Replying to*M. Demange, M. Gribelin 
admitted having mixed up Paty de 
Clam’s and Henry’s intrigues in favor 
of Esterhazy. The admission created 
a sensation. * 
Replying to further questions, M. 
Gribelin denied that he had ever opened 
a letter addressed to Picquart. 
Later Picquart protested against the 
manner in which his correspondence 
was tampered with. He also uenied he 


had given NI. Geoiois me sngntesr in ­ 
formation regarding the secret dossier, 
and said the only document of the dos­ 
sier revealed, aud that was not by him­ 
self, was the “Cette canaille de* D—” 
document, which had been utilized by 
the enemies ot Dreyfus. There was 
also “ The Liberateur” document which 
was delivered to Esterhazy. who used it 
to levy tile most shameful blackmail on 
the government. 
Major Lautli followed. 
He traversed 
the ground covered by his evidence be­ 
fore the criminal division of the court 
of cassation iii regard to the circum­ 
stances under which Henry communi­ 
cated the bordereau. 
He denied certain statements made 
by Picquart in his testimony. 
After a short adjournment, the court 
reassembled and the judges questioned 
Major Lautli. They asked his opinion 
of the Schneider letter of Nov. 30, 1897. 
Witness replied that it was authentic 
and emanated from agent “ Pierre.” 
At the instance of M. Demange, 
Colonel Picquart again described the 
alterations of the Petit Bleu. 
Captain Juuck followed. 
He said he 
was a probationer simultaneously w ith 
Dreyfus, but iu another department of 
the war office. 
He saw the prisoner a 
S 
eat deal aud detailed conversations 
which, he alleged, Drevfus spoke of 
great am usee had lost in gambling and 
in intercom se with loose women. 
The witness, continuing, -aid Drey­ 
fus was well acquainted with the 
scheme for the concentration of troops 
and could trace it on any map, as most 
of the other probationers could. 
Witness then detailed the work of 
the different bureaus aud proceeded to 
demonstrate that the probationers were 
cognizant of the plans for the trans­ 
portation and concentration of the 
troops aud how Dreyfus was ordered to 
draw up a report on the German artil­ 
lery, comparing it with the French 
artillery, aud having access to all the 
necessary documents. 
In regard to the Madagascar note 
Dreyfus, J uu< k claimed, told the w it­ 
ness that his cousin had procured him 
interesting information. 
Captain J uuc k then spoke of the ef­ 
forts of Dreyfus to secure the filing 
manual and discussed the theory that 
Henry might have divulged the docu­ 
ments in the bordereau. Such a suppo­ 
sition. tin* captain declared, was utterly 
impossible. 
Later, the witness corroborated the 
statement that Colonel Picquart pre­ 
s s e d postmarking tile Petit Bleu with 
th** view of proving its genuiness. 
Captain Juuck described incidents 
with Mademoiselle Pays, said to have 
occurred in Magistrate Bertulus’ office 
one evening wneu Esterhazy aud his 
mistress, both in the highest spirits, 
discussed what they should drink, aud 
he added, Mademoiselle Pays removed 
her bodice. 
M. Demauge asked Captain Junck 
why he had not given the court of cas­ 
sation information of the character 
which he had just adduced as proof 
against Dreyfus, aud why he had told 
the court of cassation he had seen noth­ 
ing in the conduct of Dreyfus to lead to 
the belief that he was a traitor? This 
somewhat confused the captain, w ho 
replied that he had not thought of it, 
but added that he adhered to state­ 
ments just made about the character 
of the prisoner. 
Dreyfus, after being asked the usual 
question, replied: 
“ I will not speak to the witness of 
private confidences he has made to me. 
if Captain J unck’s ideas of honor al­ 
low liim to divulge private conversa­ 
tion mine do not. I have clean hands 
aud I will keep them clean. 
But there 
are a number of facts to which I will 
refer. 
I will speak first in regard to all 
the losses it is safd I sustained at the 
club at Mans. 
I declare I was never a 
member of the Civil club at Mans, never 
visited it and consequently never gam­ 
bled there. I am convinced that the 
members of the club are very respecta­ 
ble and ask you singly to have an in­ 
quiry made in order to know if I am 
speaking the truth. 
“ In regard to the lectures in the offi­ 
ces of the headquarter's staff at which 
it is asserted I was present,they occurred 
in December, 1893. 
I was absent at 
that time and, consequently, did not at­ 
tend the lectures.” 
The prisoner then proceeded to show 
that in July, 1984, the probationers were 
informed by an official circular that 
they were to pass a period of probation 
in tile army, the first yearers in August 
and Sep ember and the second yearers 
in October, November aud December 
therefore at a period when there were 
no mauo'uvers. 
Regarding the officers directing the 
dispatch of troops at various points, 
Dreyfus dwelt upon the fact that he, at 
that time, was on a mission and was 
not at the mauoeuvers at all. 
“ We 
must be precise,” he added, “aud not 
play upon words.” 
[*3en.>atiou.j 
“ In August, 1894,” coutm unl Drey­ 
fus, "the second year 
probationers 
knew definitely that they were to go to 
various regiments in October, Novem­ 
ber aud December, aud that, conse­ 
quently, they would not attend the 
m anoeuver 
“ I do not know,’’ he 
proceeded, 
“ what gossip the witness had retailed 
in regard to Siam and Madagascar. 
I 
did not understand it very well. 
It is 
certain that I should have greatly de­ 
sired to participate in any expedition. 
It is the natural feeling of every otfioer. 
But I could never have had information 
through a cousin in the foreign office, 
for I had no cousin there.” 
Regarding the plans for provisioning 
and conveying the troops, the prisoner 
said he superintended the printing of 
them, turn about with the other proba­ 
tioners. 
The entire work did not de­ 
volve upon him and he only saw the 


small 
portion turougn me prim ing 
press. 
When Dreyfus had finished speaking 
Colonel Jouaust invited M. Bertulus to 
speak aud the latter literally sprang up 
the steps to th*- platform aud, leaning 
sideways against the witness box aud 
speaking slowly aud distinctly 
he 
turned to the witness, Captain Juuck, 
ami .said: 
“ Monsieur ie President, I will not do 
Captain Junck the honor to reply to 
the particulars with which In- has re­ 
galed the court regarding the visit to 
my office July 20. 
I explained every­ 
thing before th o -united court of cassa­ 
tion. I ain here, therefore, I have not 
been punished and therefore my ex­ 
planations satisfied the judges of the 
supreme court-” 
“ Now,” continued M. Bertulus, “ cue 
point is clear aud, in regard thereto, I 
declare Captain Juuck’s wish was the 
father to the thought and he is wrong 
in saying I told him I did not think Es­ 
terhazy was a traitor. 
My conviction 
on this point, gentlemen, has been un­ 
shaken since July 2, the day I arrested 
him, because, at the bottom of my heart 
I was convinced I was in the preseuce 
of a traitor, of the sole traitor, aud that 
in Esterhazy was the key to the trial 
from which France is perishing. That 
is why I arrested him, and this convic­ 
tion, gentlemen, has become more pro­ 
found in proportion as I proceeded with 
the case against Esterhazv. 
I never 
could have said he was not a traitor. 
I 
did not say so because I think Ester­ 
hazy is a traitor aud I will maintain so 
to aud against everybody.” 
Later Colonel Picquart jumped to his 
feet. 
Colonel Jouaust—W hat, again ? 
The crowd hissed aud hooted. Colo­ 
nel Jouaust got red iu the face. 
Colonel Picquart insisted, and re­ 
ferred to the Petit Bleu in order to 
demonstrate how valueless was Cap­ 
tain Juuek’s evidence. 
He said the 
court had only to compare the captain’s 
evidence with the results of the Bav­ 
ary. Fabre and Tavernier enquiries to 
sc** the contradictions between 
him 
aud Major La ut ll. 
The 
court, he 
added, then would see the utter value- 
lessness of Captain J uuck’a statements. 
[Sensation.]

L o n d o n, Aug. 22.—There is no longer 
any dimbt that President Kruger has 
refused to submit to the demand of Mr. 
Chamberlain for the appointment of a 
court of inquiry. 
He may have done 
so diplomatically or hedgiugly.

that his answer is regarded by tile Brit­ 
ish government- as tantam ount to a 
positive refusal is now an established 
fact. 
The colonial office is normally 
noncommittal, but there are other evi­ 
dences which amply justify the state­ 
ment. The report that President Kru­ 
ger has proposed new terms is some­ 
what verified. The comment of the 
colonial office officials is guarded. There 
is not the slightest doubt that they be­ 
lieve war is now the only way to settle 
the controversy. They would far rather 
have had a curt defiant answer than 
the temporizing reply which the Boer 
president has sent. 
vVith the former Great Britain would 
have plum grounds for a quick eoni­ 
an‘Ucement of hostilities. 
Under the 
circumstances wiiich it is believed now 
exist aggressive action ueods consider­ 
able explanation to justify it iii the 
eyes of the world aud the English mi­ 
nority, who still declare that 
war 
would be an outrage. 
However, if Mr. 
Chamberlain has Ins way, it is believed 
President Kruger’s counter proposals 
will meet with scant attention, aud un­ 
less the Boers completely back down, 
winch is not likely, the crisis will 
quickly develop into war. 
it is gathered that the colonial office 
hasbeen aware of the nature of the 
Transvaal’s reply for some days aud 
that it was communicated to the war 
office, hence it is probable that Great 
Britain will delay tile denouement as 
little as possible. 
A biga colonial official frankly ex­ 
pressed ins disgust at what ho termed 
“ Kruger’s cupidity aud 
hypocrisy.” 
He said: 
“ The kind of game which Kruger is 
playing must be clear to Americans. 
The protestations of the Boers that they 
wish to live a quiet, agricultural life 
may be th** tune of some on tile Veldt, 
but the gang in Pretoria is simply after 
money. Though President Kruger says 
many harsh things of the Outlanders, 
he never hesitated to make money out 
of them, either by fair or foul means. 
“ This Transvaal question cannot bo 
judged by recent occurrences. You must 
go back 50 years. 
It has been hanging 
tire all chat time, aud the sooner it is 
settled now the better.” 
Though the official did not actually 
say so, it was clear that lie believed 
war was the only method of settle­ 
ment. 
It is learned that the government is 
somewhat annoyed at 
the 
public’s 
slight interest in the Transvaal. 
The official above quoted said: 
“ Dreyfus seems th** only thing our 
people think about, though England is 
in a most serious crisis. 
This indiffer­ 
ence is perhaps typical.” 
A special dispatch from Gape Town 
says there is great danger of an out­ 
break of violence on the frontier, and 
that the scum of South Africa are en­ 
listing throughout tile colony and are 
being stmt to Pitsani and Jameson, on 
the border. 
G a pe T o w n , Aug. 29.—Sunday was 
observed througnout the Orange Free 
State and Gape Colony with humilia­ 
tion, prayer aud sermons advocating a 
peaceful solution of the crisis.

crime before God aud man, resulting in 
civil war in Gape Colony.”

U h s NKS, France, Aug. 22.—The third 
week of the second trial by courtmartial 
of Captain Alfred Dreyfus of the artil­ 
lery, ou the charge of treason, begau 
without incident. 
Maitre Labori was 
not present. 
General Fabre, former chief of the 
fourth bureau of the general staff, was 
the first witness. 
Dreyfus, who was regarded as un­ 
trustworthy aud insincere in his pre­ 
tensions, was, according to the witness, 
equally disliked by his comrades and 
superiors, was, Fabre said, constantly 
endeavoring by all sorts of means to 
learn the secrets of the plan of concen­ 
tration of the Eastern railway system 
and in his anxiety to secure information 
neglected his duties. His official duties, 
witness also said, placed it in Dreyfus’ 
power to disclose the documents referred 
to in the bordereau. 
General Fabre, in conclusion, de­ 
clared he was still as firmly convinced 
as in 1894 that the prisoner was the au­ 
thor of the bordereau. 
[ Sensation. J 
Alter NI. Demange had pointed out 
the discrepancy in Fabre’s present state­ 
ments and those he voiced in 1894, 
Colonel Jouaust invited Dreyfus to re­ 
ply. 
The prisoner said General Fabre 
quite correctly described the work on 
which he was engaged as a probationer, 
especially emphasizing that he had to 
keep the dossier relating to the concen­ 
tration centers on the eastern system 
posted up. 
This was not a fictitious 
task. 
The prisoner’s reply was made in 
calm, measured tones aud his frankness 
seemed to favorably impress the judges. 
Colonel D ’Abbeville, former deputy 
chief of the fourth bureau, gave some 
testimony. 
Demange pointed out dur­ 
ing his testimony that the expression 
“ I am going to the manoeuvres” might 
have applied to an expedition of the 
headquarters staff aud was understood 
in 1894 to so apply. 
In reply to the usual question Drey­ 
fus said that he had never held any con­ 
versation with Colonel Sandherr, the 
late chief of the intelligence depart­ 
ment. who was so little acquainted with 
him that he once addressed him by an­ 
other name. 
The former chief of the detective de­ 
partment, Oochefert, who was present 
when Dn yfus underwent the dictation 
test iii Du Paty de Clam s office, testi­ 
fied. 
fie told the minister of war at .he 
time that, from Dreyfus* actious when 
being confronted, that he might be 
guilty. 
Colonel Jouaust invited Dreyfus to 
speak. 
The prisoner replied: 
“No, I will reply when Paty de.Clam 
is here.” 
M. Gribeiin, the principal archivist of 
the headquarters staff, was the next 
witness. 
He testified with great volu­ 
bility and expressed the opinion that 
when Dreyfus was arrested in 1894, he 
was enacting a role by systematically 
denying all the charges against him, 
even the most obvious and least im­ 
portant things, and in declaring himself 
ignorant of matters which should have 
l>eeu known to every officer of the gen­ 
eral staff. 
The witness said he was cognizant of 
Dreyfus’ relations with loose women. 
Replying to questions, M. Gribeiin 
positively asserted that Esterhazy never 
Clime to the intelligence department. 
A member of the courtmartial re­ 
ferred to M. Gribeiin’s statements con­ 
cerning the use Colonel Picquart made 
of the secret service funds and the wit­ 
ness admitted the truth of Picquart’s 
evidence that the surveillance of Ester- 
hazy cost but little.

the ground covered by his evidence be­ 
fore tile criminal division of the court 
oi cassation iii regard to the circum­ 
stances under which Henry communi­ 
cated the bordereau. 
He denied certain statements made 
by Picquart in Hi- testimony. 
After a short adjournment, the court 
reassembled aud the judges questioned 
Major Lauth. 
They asked his opinion 
of the Schneider letter of Nov. 30, 189L 
Witness replied that it was authentic 
aud emanated from agent “ Pierre.” 
At the instance of 51. Demange, 
Colonel Picquart again described the 
alterations of the Petit Bleu. 
Captaiu J mick followed. 
He said he 
Was a probationer simultaneously with 
Dreyfus, but in another department of 
the war office. 
He saw the prisoner a 
great deal aud detailed conversations 
rn which, he alleged, Drevfus spoke of 
great am usee had lost in gambling aud 
in iutercoui.se with loose women. 
The witness, continuing, -aid Drey­ 
fus was well acquainted with the 
scheme for the concentration of troops 
aud could trace it ou any map, as most 
of the other probationers could. 
Witness tlieu detailed the work of 
the different bureaus and proceeded to 
demonstrate that the probationers were 
cognizant of the plans for the trans­ 
portation and concentration of the 
troops und how Dreyfus was ordered to 
uraw up a report on the German artil­ 
lery, comparing it with the French 
artillery, and having access to all the 
necessary documents. 
In regard to tile Madagascar note 
Dreyfus, Juuck claimed, told the w it­ 
ness that ins cousin had procured him 
interesting information. 
Captain J mick then spoke of the ef­ 
forts of Dreyfus to secure the filing 
manual and discussed tile theory that 
Henry might have divulged the docu­ 
ments iii the bordereau. Such a suppo­ 
sition. the captaiu declared, was utterly 
impossible. 
Later, the witness corroborated the 
statement that Colonel Picquart pro­ 
posed postmarking the Petit Bleu with 
the view of proving its geuuiness. 
Captain Juuck described incidents 
with Mademoiselle Pays, said to have 
occurred in Magistrate Bert ulus’ office 
one evening wneu Esterhazy and his 
mistress, both in tile highest spirits, 
discussed what they should drink, aud 
he added, Mademoiselle Pays removed 
her bodice. 
M. Demauge asked Captain Juuck 
why he had not given the court of cas­ 
sation information of the character 
which lie had just adduced as proof 
against Dreyfus, aud why he had told 
tile court of cassation he had seen noth­ 
ing in the conduct of Dreyfus to lead to 
the belief that he was a traitor? Tins 
somewhat confused the captain, who 
replied that lie had not thought of it, 
but added that he adhered to state­ 
ments just made about tile character 
of the prisoner.

“ I will not speak to the witness of 
private confidences he has made to me. 
it Captain J mick’s ideas of honor al­ 
low him to divulge private conversa­ 
tion mine do not. I have clean hands 
aud I will keep them clean. 
But there 
are a number of facts to which I will 
refer. I will speak first in regard to all 
the losses it is safd I sustained at the 
club at Mans. 
I deciare I was never a 
member of the Civil club at Mans, never 
visited it und consequently never gam­ 
bled there. I am convinced that the 
members of the club are very respecta­ 
ble and ask you singly to have an in­ 
quiry made iu order to know if I am 
speaking the truth. 
“ In regard to the lectures in the offi­ 
ces of the headquarter’s staff at which 
it is asserted I was present,they occurred 
iu December, 1893. 
I was absent at 
that time and, consequently, did not at­ 
tend the lectures.” 
The prisoner then proceeded to show 
that in July, 1984, the probationers were

with anything like the comfort to the 
men that the United States is gi\ing 
to its soldiers who are sent to the 
Philippines, says the 8t. Louis Globe- 
Deinocrat, 
The chartered transport j 
fleet, comprising at present about 17 j 
vessels all on the P a c i f i c — represents j 
an enormous cost to the government. 
The steamship City of Para costs 
$800 a day for the charter alone. 
She 
can c a n y about I,OOI J men. aud she 
and the others will make two round 
trips to Manila. 
The Indiana costs 
$23,000 a month aud carries nearly 
1,000 men. 
The charter price of tin* 
Newport is $1,000 a day, with a capaci­ 
ty of about OOO men. The T artar costs 
$1,000 a day. These are all troopships. 
The charter price of other troopships 
in the fleet ranges from $000 a day to 
$900. 
Several vessels have been char­ 
tered which have a capacity for freight 
aud animals only. They will carry the 
cavalry horses, supplies and baggage. 
The government pays from $200 a day 
to $000 a day for these. 
The names of the vessels, owned or 
chartered, comprising the Philippine 
fleet, with their passenger capacities, 
are as follows: Grant, 1.S00 men; Sher­ 
idan.

They 
knew the United States had never pos­ 
sessed a transport service, and they 
could not understand how such a serv­ 
ice could bo got tip so quickly. 
Fur­ 
thermore, the vessel had arrangements 
for the comfort of the men which ex­ 
celled the usual array transports used 
bv European governments. 
The Grant, tin* Sheridan and the 
Sherman are complete In every way. 
and several other vessels are now be­ 
ing put into similar condition at ship­

the Atlantic coast. 
The 
sleeping quarters are as comfortable 
as those at any army post. 
The men 
lie in iron framed bunks, with clean 
bedding and plenty of fresh air and 
light. 
Electric fans furnish cooling 
breezes, and ventilating pipes are rang­ 
ed along tin* sides of the ship, so that 
by turning a stop cock a stream of cold 
air can be thrown into the cabin. 
Lav­ 
atories are furnished, so that the men 
can keep clean. 
The mess arrange­ 
ments are good. and the soldiers are 
supplied regular arm y 
rations, well 
cooked and plentiful. 
On the chartered transports the men 
are 
made very 
comfortable. 
After 
taking over the vessel the government 
proceeds to equip the ship for the serv­ 
ice. 
The men sleep in wooden bunks, 
but they have good arm y bedding. The 
fare is the army ration for the enlist­ 
ed men. furnished by the subsistence 
department. 
The officers live in the 
cabin, of course, and have a mess of 
their own. 
Electric fans and wind 
sails are installed in the 
chartered 
ships, and extra portholes arc* out in 
the sides of the vessels to admit air 
and light. 
The war department op­ 
erates the transports without the aid 
of the navy. 
The masters and crews 
of tin* ships operated by the govern­ 
ment are employed just as in the mer­ 
chant service, but they are uniformed 
and are considered civilian employees 
of the war department.

wear short dresses and fa n c y caps. aud 
1 catch the admiration of all beholders. 
The uew game is not played like 
hockey or pony polo, with sticks, but 
a soft, rather large, rubber ball is used, 
which the players try to push or kick 
witli their feet —no easy task on ball 
bearing pneumatic skates. The goals 
are two stakes at the ends of tile field 
or platform, and when the ball strikes 
either of them a small bell rings. This 
amusement lins been introduced by 
Mine. Chouchowtte, but has caught tile 
public fancy so quickly that now it is 
played nonprofessional!}- by many of 
the w’ould be athletic ladies of the 
French and German capitals. 
At least five are needed 
for tile 
game, though more may take part iu 
it. 
As iu hockey, the players range 
themselves at their respective goals; 
the umpire puts the ball dow’ti iii tile 
very center of the field and then gives 
the signal for attack either by a whistle 
or by w’aving a stick. She is judge of 
all the play and decides on fouls, goals, 
etc. All touching with the bands and 
grabbing of one another Is strictly for­ 
bidden. but when some one in a frantic 
effort to kick the ball to goal loses her 
balance, It is too much to expect that 
she will not reach out for the nearest 
support, be it post or player, to save 
herself from an ugly fall. 
It is no end of fun for the spectators. 
The skill required to use the pneu­ 
matic skate is not by auy means small 
under ordinary conditions, and how 
much greater is the demand upon those 
who attempt to staud on one foot and 
send the ball spinning to goal! The 
game might as w’ell be called skating 
football as polo, for tile ball has to 
be kicked home, and the sport is almost 
as 
dangerous 
as au intercollegiate 
match game.

Victor H. Olmsted, au expert statis­ 
tician of Hie department of labor at 
Washington, has been appointed as the 
civilian who will have direct super­ 
vision over tile work under the title of 
director, while General Sanger of the 
army will have general supervision as 
tile military head. 
A house to house 
aud farm to farm visitation will be 
made, and it is proposed to make this 
a most thorough count, as the future 
of Cuba is largely dependent upon this 
census, says tile New York World. 
The census will show how many resi­ 
dents own farms, how many rent, area 
cultivated, character of houses, area 
cultivated before the insurrection and 
since, character of crops grown aud 
amount of each kind; also amount of 
live stock on each 
farm, including 
horses, mules, cows, fowls, etc. 
Spe­ 
cial attention will be given to the ex­ 
tent of sugar cultivation and amount 
of machinery now in use for the man­ 
ufacture of sugar aud sirups. 
The school statistics will show the 
number of schools, number of pupils,

and farm to farm visitation will be 
made, and it is proposed to make this 
a most thorough count, as the future 
of Cuba is largely dependent upon this 
census, says the New York World. 
Tile census will show how many resi­ 
dents own farms, how many rent, area 
cultivated, character of houses, area 
cultivated before the insurrection and 
since, character of crops grown and

Miss Helen Keller, having com plet­ 
ed, under the tutorship of Mertou S. 
Keith, her preparation for college In 
three years Instead of In the four 
which had been assigned by some of 
her friends for the purpose, went to 
Cam bridge in Juue last to take the 
regular 
entrance 
exam inations 
for 
Radcliffe. 
Site had successfully given 
the usual subjects at the prelim inary 
exam ination, tw o years ago. and these 
rem ained for this entrance exam ina­ 
tion: Geometry, algebra, elem entary 
Greek, advanced Greek aud advanced 
Latin. 
It is quite certain th at no person 
ever took a college exam ination with 
so heavy a 
handicap—we may say 
with so many kinds of a handicap— 
aa Helen Keller’s on this occasion. 
says the Boston T ranscript. As all the 
world knows, she could not see the 
exam ination papers nor hear the voice 
of an exam iner. 
The natural method 
of com m unicating the questions to ber 
would have been to make use of the 
fingers of her old tim e “teacher” and 
Interpreter, Miss Sullivan. 
Miss Sul­ 
livan does not know Greek or Latin or 
the higher m athem atics, and, while 
she is able to serve Helen by com m u­ 
nicating to her printed Greek and 
Latin, letter by letter, she could not. 
even if she had been so disposed, have 
given her the slightest assistance in 
answ ering the exam ination questions. 
But it was deemed best by all con­ 
cerned to avoid even the rem otest sug­ 
gestion or possibility of assistance. 
A 
gentlem an was found. Mr. Vining of 
the Perkins institution, who had never 
m et Helen Keller and who was quite 
unknown to lier, who could take tile 
exam ination papers as fast as they 
were presented aud w rite them out in 
Braille characters, the system of w rit­ 
ing in punctured points now much 
used by the blind. The questions til us 
transcribed by him were put into Hel­ 
en’s hands in the exam ination room 
in tile presence of a proctor who could 
not comm unicate with her, aud she 
wrote out her answ ers on the type­ 
w riter. 
Here, however, came in one of the 
additional points of Helen’s handicap. 
There art* two system s of Braille w rit­ 
ing—the English and the 
American. 
There are m arked differences between 
them, very much such differences as 
those between Hie two principal sys­ 
tem s of shorthand writing. Helen Kel­ 
ler has been accustom ed to the English 
system , in which nearly all the books 
which have been put into Braille are 
printed. As tile arrangem ent with Mr. 
Vining was completed but a day or 
two before, and as it w as not known 
to her that he did not w rite the Eng 
lish Braille, it was impossible to make 
any other arrangem ent. 
She had to 
puzzle out tile unfam iliar method of 
w riting, much as a w riter of the Pit- 
tnau stenography might use his sense 
of logic and general intelligence by a 
tour de force, to enable him to read 
the Graham shorthand, and this labor 
was added to the other labor of Helen 
K eller’s exam ination. To add to her 
difficulties, her Swiss watch, made for 
the blind, had been forgotten at home, 
and there was uo one at hand, ou either 
of tile days of the exam ination, to give 
her the time. She worked In the dark 
w ith regard to the tim e which re-

Old S tru ctu re at H are Isla n d I* B e­ 
in g R ep la ced . 
To meet tin* great grow’th of Hic na­ 
val establishm ent on the Pacific coast, 
w ith its consequent augm ented num­ 
ber of sick soldiers to care for, tile 
old naval hospital a t the Mare Island 
navy yard, which w’as alm ost destroy­ 
ed by earthquake several years ago, is 
now being replaced by a large modern 
structure, which, in addition to pro­ 
viding Increased accommodations, will 
represent the highest type of a spe­ 
cialized building adapted for giving 
the greatest com fort to the man be­ 
hind the guu, wiio, for various rea­ 
sons, is prone to tem porary incapacity 
aud in need of medical treatm ent. 
It is the first of the naval hospitals 
to include within its walls a chapel, 
this feature being cited as an indira­ 
tion of the exhaustiveness of its al­ 
fa ngements. 
The new’ building, ac­ 
cording to a W ashington dispatch to 
the St. Louis Republic, is exceedingly 
picturesque in its situation, command 
iug from an eminence tile broad sw’eep 
of Carquina strait and the busy navy 
yard. 
It is an imposing structure of 
tw'o complete stories and basement, 
with 260 feet front, the central portion 
behind tile portico being devoted to 
adm inistration and tile two wings with 
tile hood shaped porches being given 
up to w ards with beds for IOO pa­ 
tients.

There is to be installed a large 
electric elevator for carrying patients 
from floor to floor, and there will be 
electric lighting and power.

The natural method

would have been to m ake use of tile 
Angers of lier old time “teacher” and 
Interpreter, Miss Sullivan. 
Miss Sul­ 
livan does not know Greek or Latin or 
the higher m athem atics, and, while 
she is able to serve Helen by com m u­ 
nicating to lier 
printed Greek and 
Latin, letter by letter, she could not, 
even lf she had been so disposed, have 
given her the slightest assistance in 
answ ering tile exam ination questions. 
B ut it w as deemed best by all con­ 
cerned to avoid ovcu the rem otest su g ­ 
gestion or possibility of assistance. 
A 
gentlem an w as found, Mr. Vining of 
the Perkins institution, who had never 
m et Helen Keller and who w as quite 
uukuow n to her, who could take the 
exam ination papers as fast as they 
were presented and write them out in 
Braille characters, the system of w ait­ 
ing in punctured points now much 
used by the blind. 
The questions thus 
transcribed by him were put into H el­ 
en’s hands iu the exam ination room 
in the presence of a proctor who could 
not com m unicate with her, and she 
w rote out her answ ers on the type­ 
w riter. 
Here, however, came in one of the 
additional points of Helen’s handicap. 
There are two system s of Braille w rit­ 
ing—the English and the 
American. 
There are m arked differences between 
them, very rn licit such differences as 
those between the two principal sy s­ 
tem s of shorthand writing. Helen Kel­ 
ler has been accustom ed to the English 
system , in which nearly all the books 
which have been put into Braille are 
printed. 
As tile arran g em en t with Mr. 
Vining was completed but a day or 
tw o before, and as it w as not known 
to her that he did not write the Eng 
lish Braille, it was impossible to m ake 
any other arrangem ent. 
She had to 
puzzle out the unfam iliar method of 
w riting, much as a w riter of the P it­ 
man stenography might use his sense 
of logic and general intelligence by a 
tour de force, to enable him to read 
the G raham shorthand, and this labor 
w as added to the other labor of Helen 
K eller’s examination. 
To add to lier 
difficulties, ber Swiss watch, m ade for 
the blind, had been forgotten a t home, 
and there w as no one at band, ou either 
o f the days of the exam ination, to give 
her the time. She worked in the dark 
w ith regard to the tim e which re­

her as she w ent along from 
•rfestion to question.

To meet the great grow th of the na­ 
val establishm ent on the Pacific coast, 
w ith its consequent augm ented num ­ 
ber of sick soldiers to care for, the 
old naval hospital at the Mare Island 
navy yard, which was alm ost destroy­ 
ed by earthquake several years ago, is 
uow being replaced by a large modern 
structure, which, in addition to pro­ 
viding increased accommodations, will 
represent the highest type of a spe­ 
cialized building adapted for giving 
the greatest com fort to the man be­ 
hind the guu, who, for various rea­ 
sons, Is prone to tem porary incapacity 
aud in need of medical treatm ent. 
It is the first of the naval hospitals 
to include within its walls a chapel, 
this feature being cited as an indica­ 
tion of the exhaustiveness of its a r­ 
rangem ents. 
The new building, ac­ 
cording to a W ashington dispatch to 
the St. Louis Republic, is exceedingly 
picturesque in its situation, com m and­ 
ing from an eminence the broad sweep 
of C arqulna strait and the busy navy 
yard. 
It is an imposing structure of 
two complete stories and basement, 
with 260 feet front, the central portion 
behind the portico being devoted to 
adm inistration mid the tw o wings with 
the hood shaped porches being given 
up to w ards with beds for IOO pa­ 
tients. 
In the rear is a separate building 
connected by a covered way on cadi 
story with the main building.

sm aller structure contains the kitchen 
ami lavatories below, the dispensary 
and operating rooms on the first floor 
and the chapel in the upper story. 
There are dressing rooms for minor 
cases at the extrem ities of each of the 
main wings. 
Attached to the w ards 
and in the upper part of the central 
structure there are private rooms for 
invalid officers.

You eau say that 
America will have more space at her 
disposal than any of the other coun­ 
tries. except, of course, France. Alfred 
picard, the French com m issioner gen­ 
eral. and his assistants are to be con­ 
gratulated ui)on the remarkable prog­ 
ress that they have made in their stu ­ 
pendous undertaking. 
There is abso­ 
lutely no truth in the rumors that the 
new buildings will not be completed 
in time for the opening next April, for 
the work has so far advanced that I 
believe the exposition could open in 
January if tile exhibitors were ready 
w itll their exhibits. 
“The 
work on 
the United States 
building has progressed rapidly. 
Tile 
foundations have been completed, and 
the large beam s for the main floor 
were on the grounds w hen I left Paris 
a few days ago. 
The United States 
building, when it is completed, will 
resemble som ew hat the Administration 
building at the Chicago fair in 1893. 
One of the main features of it will be 
the splendid dome, and it will be prob­ 
ably the most elaborate of the national 
pavilions. There will be nothing iii the 
grounds to compare with it from the 
point of modern architecture. Nothing 
that will tend to com fort and con- 
venience 
will 
lie 
missing. 
The e x ­ 
position work in the United States is 
progressing rapidly in all departm ents, 
and the demand for space greatly e x ­ 
ceeds the area at our disposal. 
The 
United States have at their disposal 
about 300.0(H) square feet, and if all the 
requests of American exhibitors were 
granted it would require more than 
Too.(Kin square feet to accom m odate the 
exhibits. T his fact will make Ameri­ 
ca’s exhibit a s e le c te d one. aud w e will 
show to the world only the best of 
everything. 
Com m issioner 
General 
Peck is enthusiastic over the prospect 
and bas been indefatigable iii his e f­ 
forts to bring about a com plete suc­ 
cess." 
"New York suite." said Mr. Norman 
P. (His, president of the New York 
state com m ission to tile Paris expose 
thin, when seen the other day. "will 
make a tine display at the Paris e x ­ 
position next year. One of tile greatest 
features of this exhibition will be the 
relief map of New York city, for which 
an appropriation of $10,000 w as made. 
I bis map will be about 50 feet square 
and will be prepared under the direc­ 
tion of the city engineer. 
It will show 
the library building which will be con­ 
structed on Fifth avenue on the site 
of the old reservoir, Grant's tomb, the 
statue of liberty and sectional models 
of some of tin* greatest '■g’j u t tires, in­ 
cluding the im m ense ol^** buildings 
and hotels. 
There will be. besides, 
models of our best steam and sailing 
yachts, river steam boats aud a typical 
fireboat and a ferryboat. 
The com ­ 
mission w ill m ake a com plete exhibi­ 
tion of the transportation facilities in 
and about the city. 
“The city of Buffalo will be w ell rep­ 
resented, and, as tile Pan American e x ­ 
hibition w ill be held there in 1901, it is 
more than probable that the city will 
* ake an unusual effort at Paris. It is

Washington 
for the mobilization of 
the new army for the Philippines con­ 
template the landing of the last of the 
troops in Manila by Nov. 22. 
I he 
number to be moved over the sea ag­ 
gregates 17,370 enlisted men aud 003 
officers. 
No g o v e rn m e n t in all history ever 
transported its armies across the seas 
with anything like the comfort to the 
men that the United Stutes is giving 
to its soldiers who are sent to the 
Philippines, says the St. Louis Globe- 
Deraocrat. 
The chartered transport 
fleet, comprising at present about I < 
vessels all on the P a c i f i c — represents 
an enormous cost to the government. 
The steamship City of Para costs 
$800 a day for the charter alone. 
She 
can carry about I,O'*) men. and she 
aud the others will make two round 
trips to Manila. 
The Indiana costs 
$23,000 a month and carries nearly 
1,000 men. 
The charter price of the 
Newport is $1,000 a day. with a capaci­ 
ty of about OOO men. 
The Tartar costs 
These arc all troopships. 
The charter price of other troopships 
in the fleet ranges from $000 a day to 
$900. 
Several vessels have been char­ 
tered which have a capacity for freight 
aud animals only. 
They will carry the 
cavalry horses, supplies and baggage. 
The government pays from $20u a day 
to $000 a day for these. 
The n am es of the vessels, owned or 
chartered, comprising the Philippine 
fleet, with their passenger capacities, 
are as follow s: Grant, 1,800 men; Sher­ 
idan. I,Six); Sherman, I .SOO; Hancock. 
1,250; Pennsylvania, 1,200; Valencia, 
boo; Zealand in, (KHI; City of 
Para, 
1,000; Tartar, 200; Indiana, OOO; New­ 
port.

The I»ig transports owned by the

W hen the Grant, which took a regi­ 
ment from N ew York to Manila, via 
Suez, landed at Gibraltar, the British 
officers who hoarded her were amazed 
at the completeness of the vessel. They 
knew the United States had never pos­ 
sessed a transport service, and they 
could not understand how such a serv- 
j 
Ice could bo got up so quickly. 
Fur- I 
thermore, tile vessel had arrangements 
for the comfort of the men which ex- J 
celled the usual army transports used 
lo European governments. 
The Grant, tile Sheridan and the 
Sherman are complete In every way. 
and several other vessels are now be- ! 
lug put into similar condition at ship­ 
yards 
on 
the Atlantic coast. 
The 
sleeping quarters are as comfortable 
as t h o s e at any army post. 
The men 
lie in iron framed bunks, with clean 
bedding and plenty of fresh air and 
light. 
Electric fans furnish cooling 
breezes, and ventilating pipes are rang­ 
ed along the sides of the ship, so that 
by turning a stop cock a stream of cold 
air (’an lie thrown into the cabin. 
Lav­ 
atories are furnished, so that the men 
can keep clean. 
The mess arrange­ 
ments are good, aud the soldiers are 
supplied regular army 
rations, well 
cooked and plentiful. 
On the chartered transports tile men 
are 
made very 
comfortable. 
After 
taking over the vessel the government 
proceeds to equip tile ship for the serv­ 
ice. 
The men sleep In wooden bunks, 
but they have good army bedding. The 
fare is the army ration for the enlist­ 
ed men, furnished by tile subsistence 
department. 
The officers live iu the 
cabin, of course, and have a mess of 
their own. 
Electric fans and wind 
>ails ate installed Iu the 
chartered 
ships, and extra portholes are cut iu 
the sides of the vessels to admit air 
and light.

the Suez canal the distance is 12,065 
miles, and. steaming at a rate of 12 
knots an hour, the average length of 
the passage Is 42 days,

with their feet no easy task on ball 
bearing pneumatic skates. The goals 
are two stakes at the ends of the field 
or platform, and when the ball strikes 
either of them a small bell rings. This 
amusement lias been introduced by 
Mine. Chouehoutte, but has caught th** 
public fauey so quickly that now It is 
played nonprofessional^ by many of 
the would be athletic ladies of the 
French and German capitals. 
At least five are needed for the 
game, though more may tuke part in 
it. 
As in hockey, the players rang** 
themselves at their respective goals; 
the umpire puts the ball down in til** 
very center of the field and then gives 
the signal for attack either by a whistle 
or by waving a stick. She is judge of 
all the play ami decides on fouls, goals, 
etc*. All touching with the bands anil 
grabbing of oue another is strictly for­ 
bidden. but when some one in a frantic 
effort to kick the ball to goal loses lier 
balance, It is too much to expect that 
she will uot reach out for the nearest 
support, be It post or player, to save 
herself from an ugly fall. 
It is no end of fun for the spectators. 
The skill required to use the pneu 
mat ic skate is not by any means small 
under ordinary conditions, and how 
much greater is the demand upon those 
who attem pt to stand on one foot aud 
i send tile ball spinning to goal! The 
gam** might as well be called skating 
football as polo, for the ball has to

Miss Helen Keller, having complet­ 
ed , under the tutorship of Merton S. 
Keith, lier preparation for college in 
three years instead of in tile four 
which Im11 been assigned by some of 
her friends for the purpose, went to 
Cambridge in June last to take the 
regular 
entrance 
examinations 
for 
Radcliffe, 
Hie* had successfully given 
the usual subjects at tile preliminary 
examination, two years ago. and these 
remained for this entrance examina 
tion: Geometry, algebra, elementary 
Greek, advanced Greek aud advanced 
Latin. 
It is quite certain that no person 
e v e r took a college examination with 
so heavy a 
handicap—we may say 
with so many kinds of a handicap— 
as Helen Keller’s on this occasion, 
says the Boston Transcript. As ail the 
world knows, she could not see the 
examination papers nor hear the voice 
of an examiner. 
The natural method 
of communicating the questions to her 
would have been to make use of tile 
Augers of lier old time “teacher" and 
Interpreter, Miss Sullivan. 
Miss Sul­ 
livan does uot know Greek or Latin or 
the higher mathematics, and, while 
she is able to serve Helen by commu­ 
nicating to her printed Greek and 
Latin, letter by letter, she could not. 
even lf she had been so disposed, have 
given her tile slightest assistance in 
answering Hie examination questions. 
But it was deemed best by all con­ 
cerned to avoid even tile remotest sug­ 
gestion or possibility of assistance. 
A 
gentleman was found. Mr. Y'iuiug of 
the Perkins institution, who had never 
met Helen Keller and who was quite 
unknown to lier, who could take the 
examination papers as fast as they 
were presented aud write them out in 
Braille characters, the system of writ­ 
ing in punctured points now much 
ustal by the blind. The questions thus 
transcribed by him were put into Hel­ 
en’s hands iu the examination room 
In the presence ut a proctor who could 
uot communicate with her, aud she 
wrote out her answers on the type­ 
writer. 
Here, however, came In one of the 
additional points of Helen’s handicap. 
There? are two systems of Braille writ­ 
ing the Knglish and the 
American. 
There art* marked differences between 
them, very much such differences as 
those bet ween the two principal sys­ 
tems of shorthand writing. Helen Kel­ 
ler has been accustomed to the English 
system, in which nearly till the books 
which have been put into Braille are 
printed. 
As the arrangement with Mr. 
Vining was completed but a day or 
two before, and as it was uot known 
to her thut lie dbl not write the Hug 
Hah Braille, it was toil >oss ii de to make 
any oilier arrangement. 
She had to 
puzzle out the unfamiliar method of 
writing, much as a writer of the Pit­ 
man stenography might use ilia souse 
of logic and general Intelligence by a 
tour de force, to enable him to read 
tin1 Gratia iii shorthand, and this labor 
was added to the other Inlier of Helen 
Keller’s examination. To add to her 
difficulties, her Swiss watch, made for 
tie* blind, had been forgotten at home, 
md there was no ono at hand, on etthor 
of tile days of Hie examination, to give 
hor tho time 
She worked In tho dark 
with regard to tho time which re­ 
mailed t^ lier as she went along from 
«^!estioii to question. But she passed 
the examination triumphantly In every 
study. In advanced Latin she passed 
“with credit.’’ 
In 
advanced Greek. 
which lier tutor regarded as her ’’star'’ 
Study, she received a “B,” which Is a 
very high mark. 
Yet here the time 
and tile Braille difficulty worked most 
heavily against lier. What her mark 
lng was iii other studies is not known; 
it Is only known that she passed them. 
Helen Keller is now ready for ma­ 
triculation as a student of Radcliffe 
college. 
Her passing of the examina­ 
tions, especially under such circum­ 
stances, 
is 
in 
itself 
a 
wonderful 
achievement. No particle of its severi­ 
ty was alia ted for lier because she Is 
deaf, dumb aud blind, aud no precau­ 
tions were remitted because she is 
known to lie incapable of deceit. She 
sat in total darkness and aloue, with­ 
out the touch of auy friendly hand. 
A slip pricked with unfamiliar char 
actors was put before her, and lier 
typewriter clicked out Its quick dud 
true response to the hard questions. 
That was all. 
Will any other human 
heiug iii such a world of silence aud 
darkness ever do as much? 
The question may well be asked. 
Will Helen Keller now take the regu­ 
lar college course?

O ld S t r u c t u r e a t M a r e I n l a n d I* B e - 
I n * R e p l a c e d . 
To meet til** great growth of the na­ 
val establishment on the Pacific coast, 
with its consequent augmented num­ 
ber of sick soldiers to care for, the 
old naval hospital at the Mare Island 
navy yard, which was almost destroy­ 
ed by earthquake several years ago, is 
uow being replaced by a large modern 
structure, which, in addition to pro­ 
viding Increased accommodations, will 
represent the highest type of a spe­ 
cialized building adopted for giving 
the greatest comfort to the man be­ 
hind the gnu, who, for various rea­ 
sons. is prone to temporary incapacity 
aud in need of medical treatment. 
It is the first of tile naval hospitals 
to include within its walls a chapel, 
this feature being cited as an indica­ 
tion of the exhaustiveness of its ar­ 
rangements. 
The new building, ac­ 
cording to a Washington dispatch to 
tile St. Louis Republic, is exceedingly 
picturesque iu its situation, command­ 
ing from an eminence Hie broad sweep 
of Curquina strait and the busy navy 
yard. 
It Is an imposing structure of 
two c o m p l e t e stories and basement, 
wit Ii lido feet front, the central portion 
behind tin* portico being devoted to 
administration and tile two wings with 
the hood shaped porches being given 
tip to wards witli beds for IOO pa­ 
tients. 
In the rear is a separate building 
connected by a covered way on each 
story with tin* main building. 
This 
smaller structure contains the kitchen 
and lavatories below, the dispensary 
and operating rooms on tile first Moor 
and the chapel in the upper story. 
There are dressing rooms for minor 
cases at tile extremities of each of the 
main wings. 
Attached to the wards 
and in the upper part of the central 
structure there are private rooms for 
Invalid officers. 
The operating rooms 
are the acme of antiseptic cleanliness 
and whiteness, witli the apparatus and 
devices of tile latest practice, present­ 
ing every assurance of success to ev­ 
ery operation, however serious. 
The material used in construction is 
principally wood, stone ami briek not 
boing adapted to reslstingearthqtiakes. 
Puget sound (Oregon) pine is used in 
all concealed work, while California 
redwood is presented in all exposed 
work, interior aud exterior. 
Much of 
the exterior paneling and the columns 
are covered with rougli cast pebble 
stucco. There is to be installed a large 
electric elevator for carrying patients 
from floor to floor, aud there will be 
electric lighting and power. 
Steam 
heat is used throughout, and hot wa­ 
ter is conducted to all the rooms.
